"The. expenditure of hundreds 


of millions of money and the loss' 
of .millions of lives might, have 


been avoided' by 'a conference of 
the Europeaa powers hold in Lou. 
don or. The Hague, or wherever 
and in whatever form Germany 
would have consented to. hold it. 
It would have been far easier to 
have settled the dispute between 
Austria-Hungary 
and 
Siberia 


which Germany made the occasion 
for the war than it was to get suc- 
cessfully through the Balkan cris- 
is of two years ago. 


"In recent years," the foreign 


secretary went on to say, "we 
have given Germany every assur- 
ance that any aggressive move- 


ment upon her would receive, no 
support from:.us. -Wo withheld 
from 'her only .'one thing—<the un- 
conditional promise to stand aside, 
however aggressive Germany her- 
self might be to her neighbor.
